Subsidies Begins 

WASmNOTDN, Oct, 1 (fl)>— Co-sh 
subsidies to 3.0QO,OCO dairymen and 
restrlctJoria on retail consumption ot 
dairy products In 13 heavily popular ' 
rd areas were ordered today by thi 
government In an effort to hold 
down prices to avoid ro Honing, 

Producer spokesmen declared, 
however, their belief that the oub- 
»Idy program, now In effect, would 
fall materially to boost dwindling 
luppllea of mlllc and dairy products. 

The subsidy plan contemplates the 
payment of federal benefits ranging 
irom 35 to 60 cents per hundrcfl 
pounds ot whole milk to offset Jilgli- 
er dairy feed coats. Tho war food 
admlnlatartlon estimated the sub- 
sidy would, cost between lM,000,ooo 
and 170,000,000 during the next r- 
munths.

So many folks have flown iiroimd tliG world 
of late Hint only the pa.^scuKers tlicmselves 
Ilnd anytliliig very ihrllllnu about .siicli trlp^ 
and thoy become pretty blase after the .sec 
ond or third trip, 

Decause ol the war, civilians, howeve 
wJJlJij); lo pay the cost, cun iwl step In and 
buy tickets for .■iome far corner of the world 
as n matter of routine. But those with genu- 
ine business can always arrange to fly to any 
oul-of-tiic-wny comer on short notice in 
mucli safety and rclntlvo comlort. 

It wn.i not thus on April 0, 1024, when 
eight army flyers act out from Seattle. Wash., 
in four planes spcehlly designed and built 
(or the venture by a young man named Don- 
ald Douglas. 

There were a major, a captain, three lirst 
lieutenant^,- two serBcants, and one civilian 
with the temporary rank of eecond lieuten- 
ant. It was their o-sslgnmcnt to fly some- 
thing more than 25,000 miles around the 
world. Nobody, up lo that time, ever had 
flown around the world. 

On Sept. 28, 1024— more than five and h 
half months later by elapsed time, during 
which' they hati been actually in the air 303 
flying hours — two of the planes, piloted re- 
epcctlvely by Lieut. Erik H. Nelson and Capt. 
Lowell H. Smith, landed back at aeattlc. 
They had covered 29,345 mllea. With Nel- 
son was Jack Harding, civilian. With Smith 
was Lieut. Leslie P. Arnold. 

The other two planes 'had been forced 
down, one, piloted by Ma], Frederick Martin, 
In Alaska, The other, flown by Lieut. Leigh 
Wade, sank in the Horth Atlantic after Hying 
across the Aleutians to Japan; across the 
East Cliina Sea to Shanghai; thence by way 
of French Indo-Chlnn, Slam. Rangoon, 
■ across the Malay peninsula to Burma; across 
the Indian ocean to Calcutta; then to Dag- 
dad, Constantinople, Paris. Vienna, Stras- 
bourg, London, and Iceland on the way back 
toward the United States. He and Sgt. Henry 
Ogden, who was with him, were rescued. 

That flight was possible only through In- 
tensive organization and preparation. 
Ground men went in advance to" each pro- 
jected landing spot and arranged for sup- 
pllcs. 

On the basis of that then spectacular ad- 
venture, experts say that our astoundlngly 
successful air transport command In this 
war rests. Repair and weather bases, estab- 
lished along the route blazed by those flyers, 
make possible achievements In air trans- 
port which can hardly bo suggested until 
the war is over. . t. 

To the eight Intrepid flyers this country 
and the world owes a lasting debt of grntl. 
tude. S ,
